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PREFACE. 

1"^ H E Title of this Book informs the 
Reader, That it contains the AQ:s 
and Negotiations of the General 
Peace concluded at Ryfmck ^ and 
likewife of the particular Peace concluded at 
Turin^ faithfully Tranllated from the Origi- 
nal publifh'd at the Hague : The Editors of 
it in Englifh thought tli^y had good Reafon 
to put jt into that Language, becaufe Our 
Nation' hath , in this long and bloody 
War, contributed fuch mighty Weights to- 
wards the reducing the Kingdoms and States 
of Europe to the happy Ballance they at pre^ 
fent enjoy. 

The Efforts of the Englifh Nation , in 
Concurrence with the lUuftrious Confede- 
rates, have, in Nine Year^ time, broke thofe 
Chaim^ which coft the Expence of above 50 
> Years in their Contrivance, and by which 
the Liberty of Europe was fo ftrangely and 
artificially entangled and encompals'd, that 
even mll-tneaning Men thought it more ad- 
vifable patiently to fubmit to the infuperable 
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Evil, than by vain Attempts to haft^n or 
Cjwipcratc the Mifcry; Let the LfonJUef^ fay 
thc)^ dni let m by our Gentlemfs and Flatteries 
engage him fo to do\ Time may leffen or wear 
out that Hage^ which y jhould tve provoke^ rve are 

noi d!. rr ^rfijL Thus while evil Men chcr 
vif>!'cs ar».-^ unthinking and miilakcn Men 
fubmicted , the mighty Mifchief grew an4 
profpcr'd : Like fomc irrefilhibfe Fleet it 
commanded and aw'd even thofc dillant 
Countries, that had not yet fccn or felt its 
Power. Roman it was in the Wifdom and 
Condud of its Arms, but of how far different 
a Spirit from that Heroick Common-wealth ? 
who with Hardfhips tothcmfclves conquer^' 
and fubdu'd Nations , with the fame tender 
Defigns we diaftife our Children , only to 
make 'em better and more happy than they 
were before. 

In this difconfolate Pofture was Eurofe , 
not cxpefting Safety, the Delay of its Ruin 
feemM to proceed but from the Pleafureor 
Frolick of the Conqueror ; when CrownM 
Heads and States were bid to hope for that L/V 
berty^ which they before only durftfecrctly 
define. This great Defign is laid by a Prince, 
whofe Defcent feemM to entitle him to be- 
come a Deliverer: His Anceftors, of the 
fame Name, refcuM his Country from Pow- 
ers not indeed fo well founded and numerous^ 
but ftiU as dtftruftive, as thcfe the diihnt 
Nephew was to cagagc with j Providence 

fore- 
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forefaw the Protcaion' of Seven Provineei 
would not be Work enough for fo capacious 
a Soul : Hero% through each degree^ collet 

and gather their AnceftorsPerfedions^to which 
they add their own, therefore This Prince is 
to be ally'd to the Engliflb Crown, that this 
Tie mignt engaee him to extend his Oire to 
thcfe idands, which by the /iff iM Negl$gen€$ 
and fuferfiitiofu B$£ottry of Gavirnors , had 
bttn^ut into equal , if not more eminenc 
Danger, than the reft of the Neighbouring 
World. Impotence was their Excufe , we 
had Power, but the Force and Edge of it 
was turtfd upon our Selves. A Neighbour* 
ing Flood, that with miferable great Defola^ 
tion had over-run part of Europe^ was with 
additional Force too near approaching to us ; 
What Precaution did we ufe to prevent it ? 
Our Workmen were digging down the Banks 
that fhould oppofe and Jceep it out , and 
feem'd to invite the Ruin. Here this Great 
Prince interpofcs ; he opens the Eyes of moft^ 
and holds the Hands of thofe unfortunate 
Men that ftill continuM blind or enga^'d j 
and kindly hinderM 'em from doing Things^ 
that tended to the Dcftruftion of both Themr 
felvcs and their Country. Then in 1688. the 
mighty Scene opens, in 1689. the War 
begins. Power or Heaven for fome time 
fecm'd to favour the Mighty Monarch , doubt? 
lefs it was to try the Oppofer's Conftancy 
and let them know , Tiiat no Difailers or 
; Dift 
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Difeppointmcnts fhould difcourage Engage- 
ments, founded upon the Principles of Juftice 
and Common Safety. Then for Four or 
Five Years the Bloody Game feemM doubt- 
ful, and the making of a Stand lookM like a 
Prefage of Viftory : For when Powers that 
aflume to themfelves the Titles of infuperahle 
Strength and immortal Glorj^ meet with Dif- 
ficulties, and are check'd in their ambitious 
Progreis; thiscafts Difparagement upon their 
high Pretences , and makes fuffering Man- 

. kind hope they are not fo great as they would 
Villingly look to be : Like Men that affeft 
the Chara&er of being Rich, Couragious or 
Religious, yet arje not really fo , this affumed 
Shape may for fome time command Awe 
and Refpeft, but when at laft, by the Effefts, 
the Difguife appears, tlie Hypocrites become 
more contemptible and ridiculous. I (hall 
not fay. That the Events of the Two or 
Three laft Years of the War make it appear 
probable, tliis was the Cafe of the Enemies 
of our Monarch and Country , for they had 
Subftance, Conduft and Courage ; though I 
piuft take it to be as plain, that their Power 
and thefe Qualifications were by no means 
equal to the Union form'd againft 'em, and 
managed by the fame Incomparable He^d and 
Hand that firft gave it Birth. For when Sa^ 
voy left the Confederacy in 1696. one w^ould 
have thought fo confiderable a Weight taken 

. Qut of our Scale, WQulci have givsa the Con- 
trary 
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tfary a mighty Advantage ; and the coftfy 
and even mean Flatteries and Cares' that 
were employed to detach that Prince, and 
the Triumpns us'd on that Succcfe, Ihould 
confirm the Opinion : But what Effeft had 
it ? None to the Advantage of our Adverfa- 
ries. Some V:afual Deficiencies at Home de- 
feated the Defigns abroad • othcrwife our 
Enemies might m this laft Interval have felt 
more Evils, then, I hope, we fhall ever now 
have occafion to wifli to 'em. For the Great 
KJng eondefcends that the Houfe of his Ma jc- 
fty mall become the Place of Treaty for Peace, 
aftd there fettles to the Empire and SfAtn^ 
Barriers fo firm and ftrong, that their Ene- 
mies cannot by Force, in Ten Years, recover 
what was by Agreement reftorM to 'em here, 
except grofs Negligence, Treachery or Dif- 
cord open their Gates , which are Evils the 
Poffeirors only can provide againft. For, in 
the prefent Circumftances ox Europe all any 
fingle State fhould reafonable wifh, is, to be 
in a Condition to prevent Surprize fi^om a 
Neighbourhood, and to have a Power fuf- 
ficient to defend it {diforfome time ; and then 
doubtlefs thofe Potentates whofe Intereft it \Sy 
that the Aggreffor fhould not, by the Ruin 
of another, grow too powerful , will come 
to the Afliftance of the OpprefTed : For the 
late celebrated League does demonftrate. 
That the Grols of Mankind feldom vary 
from their Intereft, when they know it and. 

arc 
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are at liberty to zSt as they have a Mind to ; 
and this makes it probable France would never 
liave fubmitted to Terms fo diiadvantagious 
to her Power, if (he fuddenly intended the 
like Exerciies of it, that have been pradisM 
Ibme Years before : Therefore the Reader 
may reafonably hope the Duration of this 
Peace will add to the Glory of it ; he will 
admire the Contriver of that wonderful Ma- 
chine, that made apd fbrcM a way for it ; 
he will wife the Hero a long Enjoyment of 
it, and this is for every En^fh Man^s own 
Intereft ; for it may be this Peace carries 
fomething in it refembling the Nature of 
Creation, its continuance may in fome mea-^ 
fure depend upon the Being of its Makers

IT was not poffible for roe (boiler to fatisfy his 
Royal Highnefi's Defire of knowing the Ad* 
vantages which the King is pleafed to grant 
hicDj m*cafe his ^oyal Highneis confents to 
loyn with his Majefty« either to procure a Peace 
or a Neatrality in h0lft becaitfe I had then no 

B Orders 
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Orders to explain my felf, farther than what w^s 
mentioned in the Two Letters I have had the 
Honour ro write to you. But as (bon as I.had gi- 
ven his MajeAy an Account of the Anfwers you 
made, he gave me leave to be more plain^ and 
that in Writing coo, altho' it be not ufual to lay 
open Matters of this Consequence in Letters^ 
eipecially (ince I know that his Royal Highnefi 
will certainly communicate them all to his Allies. 
But, methinks, the Contents of this I now write 
to you are of fuch Iftiportance that they ought to 
be managed with greater Privacy. However^, I 
am allowed to add thus much to what I have al- 
ready writ to you^ That the ]Cing is dieted to 
reftote Tignerol to his Royal Highnefij together 
with all the Dependencies which did formerly be- 
k>ng to the Houfe of Savoy ; yet fo, as that all its 
Fortifications (hall be demoU(hed. But in cafe the 
Houfe of Anuria fhould be unwilling to agree to 
this Neutrality, neither will fuffer Italyy nor the 
Dominions of his Royal Highne£ efpeciallyj to be 
in Peace, (uch Meaiiires will then be taken, asfhall 
oblige them to it. And to that End his Royal 
HighneC fhall joyn his Forces with hts Majefty's^ 
giving the King only fuch Security as fhall be 
thought reafonable. His Majefty moreover will 
afibrd greater Demonftrations of Amity to his 
Royal Highnefs, and Kindnefi to the Houfe of 5^- 
n;oy^ for his Majefty intends to match the Duke of 
Burgundy to the Frincefe of Pkdmant, and to take 
her into frauce^ where they ffaall be immediatdy 
contraded, but the Confummation of their Mar- 
riage is to be deferred till they both come of Agt. 
His Majefty likewife to Ikisfy bis Generofity is 
Willing to 'give her a Portion, and allow her a

thefe EfieOs of his Mafefty's Bounty will depend 
many other Advanuges in Favour of his Royal 
Hightieft 5 provide he exprefles Mmfelf hot wil- 
ling to lay hold on thefe Oflers in the Anfwer he 
ihall order tothis Letter. But in cafe of NotfKom* 
pliance^ I aflbre yoOj his Majefty will be lb fer 
incenfed to fee his kind ProfFen flighted^ that bis 
Rojral Highneft muft cxoeft no more Favour^ but 
tojbe treated as an obftinate Enemy, although 
it Aould be never (o prejudicial to the King. I

MoH Hdj Father^ 

1 Cannot but think my felf oblig'd to acquaint 
your Holinefi (who always vouchfafed to be 
fo kindly concerned for the Welfare of my Fami- 
ly) with the firft News of the Qffers that have 
been made me by Marefchal de Catinat, in ordeif 
to eftabliih a Neutrality in islj. This humble 
Letter is to let your HoUnefi underfland that Count 
Gubemati, my Refklent at Rome^ will declare to 
your Holinefi the Particulars of this Affair by 
Word of Mouth. The Subfiance whereof Con- 
fifts in the Reflitution of all that has been taken 
from me during this War^ apd even of Vigntrol it 
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(elf^ whofe Fortifications are to be demolifhed ^ 
the Importance of which Place your Holinefs is 
well acquainted with. A Marriage is aU 
fo propofed between the Princefs, my DaugKter, 
and the Duke of Bttr^tmJy, to be coniuromated 
U^ben they are of Age^' and in the mean time (he 
is to be received and conduced into France, where 
the Khig afligns her a Dowry^ and gives lier a 
Portion without putting me to the leait Chargef> 
befides many other Advantages/which I need not 
here mention) on Condition that I (hall concur to 
fettle a Neutrality in Italy. But if the Houle of 
j4i»^i4 (hould ddliy giving their Confent to it^ af- 
ter being thereunto exhorted by your Holinefs and 
th^ Republick wS Vtniee ; in foch cafe, I am to 
joyn my Forces to thofe of Franee, in order to 
make them comply. Having made (erious Re- 
flexions on this Matter, and thinking that the 
Houfeof AufiriacM have no Intentions to force 
me to rejeft thefe advanta^ous Offers made me 
Sy France^ I have taken a Relblution to let the 
Principals of the Confederacy know that I cannbc 
poflibly let flip this prelent favourable Opportuni- ^ 
ty of recovering Vigntrol ; neither can 1 think ic 
proper to commit a Matter of fo great Importance 
to Che F}ofiie of Aufiria^ to all Italy, and to my felf^ 
to the uncertain Event of War and Futurity. It 
is to this purpofe that I intend to wite to the Al- 
lies, efpecially to the Emperor and to his Catho- 
lick Majefty, earneftly iQtreatihg th^m not to be 
againfl a Propbla} that is of fuch Advantage to 
them as well as to me. The Aflfurance I have that 
your Holinefi does extreamly wifli for fuch a Neu- 
trality, has not a little contributed to determine 
0ie fo much in its Favour. It is alfo th^t, which 
^akes ipe mod hnn^bly and earneftly to beg of 
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your Holinefs, that jou will pleafe to give Qrdtfs 
to your Nuncio's at ^imns and AUJrid, to fecond 
your Fatherly Offices by their vigorous SoUicitfiti* 
ons for obtaining ibe fpeedy G>nient of tholb 
Crowns for a Neutrality in bstf^ which would be 
a welcome Fore-runper to acquaint the World 
with the fo much long'd-for Tidings of an ap- 
proaching Peace, whereof Chrifteodom ftands lo 
much in need.

a Dowry fhall be given her, without any Expence 
to me ; and all this on Condition I fhalt contri- 
bute to a Neutrality in Italj^ which is equally ad-

vantagious to the Houfe of Aufria^ efpecially thae 
Tignirol be taken out of tbe French Hands ; to that 
I hope yoor Eleftoral Highnels will not condemii 
Che Relolutipn I have taken, of not rejecting the 
aforelaid Offers, and not to pi^t the Recovery of 
luch an important place as Vigmrel^ to the oncer^ 
tain Contingency^of Tiitie^or to tlie mutability of 
Princes Wills ; efpecially ifince this my Country is 
reduced to that Delblation, as makes it quite una*

YOUR Royal Highneffes Letters of the 7th 
^f J^Ji brought to us by a Courier, have 
infiM-med us with the farprifing News of your 
feparate Peace with the tnoft Chriftian King. The 
League into which your Royal Highnefi did en- 
ter with the Emperor^ the Etnpire^ with the Kings^ 
EleAon and Princes, Confederated in this prefent 
War ; and which your Royal Highnefi not many 
Months ago, has by a Iblemn ASt given frefli pro* 
mifes of obierving moft exadly ; together with 
the liberal Supplies of Men and Money, where* 
with your Royal Highnefs has been abnindantly 
furniflied, did not permit us to have the leaft Su* 
fpicion , that your Royal Highnefs could relblve, 
or even To tnuch as think of abandoning lb advaOK 
tagious a League, by which we labour to fecure the 
Safety, Liberty, and Tranquility of Ettr$pe ; and 
that too, without being reduced to it by any freflk 
Necefficy or extraordinary Difafter ; but only on 
the fingle reafon alledged in your Royal Highnei^ 
fes Letter, that is^ That you may embrace the ad* 
vantagious Offers made you by Froftcc, which in* 
deed are fpecious, and fuited to take with your 
Royal Highnefs : But we queftion very much,whep 
ther you will find that Safety^ Honour, and Ad* 
vantages in them, which you would find in the 
Confederacy you were engaged in, if your Roy* 
al Highnefs had continued in it. We wait never- 
thele^ to hear the Opinion of the refl of the Con* 
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federates, on thisRefolutionof your Royal High- 
nefTes ; and in the mean time we have Cent Or- 
ders to our General de Varemis to bring home our 
Forces ; not queftioning in the leaftj but that 
though your Roval Highnefs has changed Sides« 
you wiH nevertnelefs allow our Troo|>s what is 
due to them^ according to the Treaties made with 
your Royal Highnefi.

THE moft Chriftian King having all along 
daring this War maintained a finccre defire

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of procariog the Quiet oflfafy^ and it having plea- 
fed Almighty God to inipire his Royal Highnefi 
with the fame thoughts^ his Majefty has men 
his full Power , Commiffion and Commamj to 
the Sieur Rtne Je TrouB^, Count Je Tefsi^ Knighc 
of the Orders of the King^ Lieutepanc General 
of his Armies, Colonel General of the Dragoons 
of Fr^ns^, Governor o^Jj»rei, Lieutenant Gene- 
ral for the King in the Pibvinces of Aiaim znA 
Terebe^ and at prefent GommandH^g for the King 
in the Countries and Places on the Frontiers of 
Tiedmont. His Royal Highnefi having likewife on 
his part given his Power and Commands to the 
Sieur Charles ViSor, Marquifi Jc Saint Ibomat^ Mir 

nifter of State, and his laid Royal Highnefles Prih* 
cipal Secretary of State % the. faid Plenipotentia-. 
ries having reciprocally Exchanged the Original 
of their Gommiffions, by virtue of which they 

Treaty have agreed on thefe following Articles.

I. 

That there (hall be from henceforth and for ever, 
a firm and a (incere Peace between the King and * 
his Kingdom^ and his Royal Highnefi the J>uke of 
Savoy, and his Dominions^ as if the faid Peace had 
been never interrupted ; and the King refiiming 
the fame Sentiments of Bounty he hath heretofore 
had for his Royal Highnefs, which he defireshis 
Roval Highne(s to be periwaded of ; his Royal 
Highnefi doth by this pre(ent Treaty entirely re- 
nounce all Engagements^ and all Treaties made 
with the Emperor , with the Kings and Princes 
comprehended under the Name of the League or 
Confederacy ; and doth undertake to employ all 
his Endeavours, and to do all that he can, in order 
to obtain of thofe Sovereign Powers^ at leaft of

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the Emperor atid King of Spain, a Neutrality for 

• Jfsfy^ until the genera\ Peace flull be Concluded ; 
and to (ignifie their Confencs by a particular Trea- 
cy^ which (hall be made (o that purpofe ; or for 
want of fuch a Treaty by Declarations, which the 
did Emperor and the King of Spain (hall make to 
the Pope, and to the Republick of Venice ; and 
which fhall be at the fame time followed by the 
Retreat and withdrawing of all the Forces which 
the Allies have at prelent in Italy, as it ihall be 
hereafter more particularly fpecified : And in cafe 
the abovementioned Princes do not Confent to 
fuch a Neutrality in Italy , at his Royal HighnelTes 
Inftance, to the Emperor and to the King of 
Spain ; his Royal Highnefi doth engage to enter 

. into an Ofienfive and Defenfive League ^ith the 
Kingj until a General Peace be Concluded^ ailing 
joyntly with his Ma jefty^s and his own proper For- 
ces^ as becomes good and fmcere Allies for the 
Common Intereft, and to make War againd the 
State c^ Atilan, and againd' all tho(e who fhall op- 
pofe this prefent Treaty's taking eifed. And as 
an evident Demonftration of a Return of the 
King's Amity towards his Royal Highnefi^ his Ma- 
jefty does willingly Confent, and doth Promife^ 
That the City and Cittadel of Pignerol, the Fore 
of St. Bridgity thePeroufe, with other Forts depend- 
ing cm the fame^ (hall be Demoliflied as to the Foir- 
tifications only^ at the King's Charges ; and after 
che aforefaid Fortifications are Demolifhed, they 
(hall all be Retiored to his Royal Highnefs, ms 
well as all the Territories and Dominions compri- 
fcd under the name of the Government of P/f • 
nerol, and which did belong to the Houftr of Sa* 
voy^ before the Celfion or Surrender , that Filler 
Amadeits^ the firit Duke cf that Name^ made

unto L«v;ii the Xlllch. The which City^ difoianC'- 
tied Qctadel^ and Demolifhed Forts and Terrico- . 
ries, fliall be likewife Surrendred to his Royal High* 
nefs^ to be held in Soveraig'nty, and to be by him 
enjoyed fully and perpetually^ by him and his Sue- 
ceHTors from henceforth, as things to him of Righc 
belonging. By vertue of which prefenc Surretv- 
der^ his Royal Highnefsdoth Engage and Pro* 
mife, as well for himfelf^ his Heirs and Succefibrs^ 
or others by any ways Claiming, neither to Re« 
build^ nor cau(e to be Rebuilt the aforefaid Forci« 
fications ; nor to caule any new ones to be Built 
upon, and in the fpace and li^mks of the faid Ter- 
ritories, Funds and Rocks, neither in any place 
whatfoever, (ofurrendred by this prefent Treaty ; 
according to which, his Royal Highnefs, or the . 
Inhabitants of the faid Town of Tignrrol^ ihall be 
allowed to inclofe it with a bare Wall onlyj not 
TerrafTed, and without Fortifications. That not- 
withdandtng thefe mentioned y his Royal High* 
ne£ fhall be free to Build any ftrong Placq^ or For* 
tifications in this faid Territory now delivered up^ 
as he thinks fit^ without the King's taking any ex* 
ception at it. That moreover^ the King ihaU re- 
Aore to his Royal Highnefs, the Countries, Ca- 
ftles and Places of Montmelian^ Nice^ Villefranehe^ 
Strce and all other the Conquered Places, without 
Exception, entire, and undemolifh'd or damag'd^ 
and with the fame quantity of Ammunitions of 
War, Provifions, Stores, Canon and Artillery, 
and fuch Places to be left furniibed, as they were 
when they fell into his Majefty's Hands ; and (b that 
the Buildings, Fortifications, Inlargements and 
Improvements, made by his Majefty^ /hall not be 
touched, but left as they are : After the iaid Pla- 
ces are redorcd . it (hall be lawful for his R6yal 
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Higbnefs to repair and enlarge the Fortifications a^ ^ 
things belonging to himfelf, that th? King may 
not therefore moleft him^ or be difpleaied there- 
at. Provided neverthelefi, That the King (hall 
carry off from Pignerol, all the Artillery, Ammu- 
nition of War and Provifions, Arms, and all mo- 
vable EBc&s belonging to him^ of what Nature 
ibever they be. That as for the Revenues and In- 
coifts of Vignerol and of its Dependencies, the 
King does yield them up to his Royal Highnefs in 
the (ame manner as the King injoys them at pre- 
fent ; and the Leafes or Settlements whi^h the 
King has made ot any of the lalR Lands, fhall 
ftand good^ according to the Form of the refpe- 
dive Contrads, Tenures or Acquifitions : That 
the (aid feftitution of thele Countries and Places 
belonging to his Royal Highnels, as alfp the deli- 
very oi'Pignerol with its Dependencies above men* 
tioned, (hall be made after the figning of this pre- 
fent Treaty ; the Foreign Troops being firft quite 
retired out of Italy ; and after that the Germans^ 
the Troops of Bavaria, the Brandcnbourg Prpte- 
ftants in the Engh^ Pay ^ and other Auxiliary 
Troops are actually arrived in Germany ;. and that 
the Spaniards and others which are paid by his Ca^ 
tholick Majefty^ are returned into the Territories 
of Milan ; fo that the Execution of any of thefe 
Articles, nor the Reftitution of any of thofe Pla 
cesj (hail not take EffeA till after the faid Troops 
are all of them^ and entirely retired, in (uch man- 
ner as has been nbwexpreft : Which, nocwithitand^ 
ing, is to be fo underliood, as that the Evacuad- 
on of the laid Foreign Troops out of Itafy^ (hall 
be deemed fo be fully compleated, although the 
Spaniards (hould take out, as poflSbly they may, 
^me Men out of thole Foreign Regiments^ to fill 
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up thole that are in their own Pay ; or that Ibme 
of thofe Foreign Troops fhould Lift themfelves^

His Majefly fhall make no Treaty of Peace, or 
Truce with the Emperor, or the King of Spain^ 
without comprehending hi$ Royal H)ghne(s,in (ui- 
table and effedaal Terms ; and the prefent Trea- 
cy^ as well as thofe (iiferafyife^ M^nfiir, the Pirema 
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tod Nim^pm^ ihall be included in the General 
Peaces not only as to the Four Hundred Ninety 
FourXhoufand Crowns of Gold .(which are par- 
ticularly mentioned in that of Mtmder^ in Di(^ 
charge of his Royal Mighnefi, and for which the 
King continues to be (till a Guarrantee to the Duke 
of Mmtua) but alfo as to all other Matters con* 
cained in the faid Treaties ^ not contrary tp 
the prefent Treaty, which are to bi irrevoca- 
bfey and to remain in diW Force and V;)lidity , not-

That in the laid Marriage-ContraA, which ihall 
be confidered as an eiTential part of this Treaty, 
and wherein the Princefi ihall make the ufual Re* 
nunciations, wich a Promife to pretend to nothing 
of his Royal Highnefs's Eftate or Succeflion^ fur- 
ther than the following Portion : His faid Royal 
Highnefs (ball give as a Portion to the Princels his 
panghter Two Hundred Thou fa nd Crowns of 
Gold J toward the Payment of which, his Royal 
Highnefs (h^l give a uifchargc'for One Hundred 
^ C 4 Thou- 
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Jhbu&nd Crowps of Gold, which retnained dnc 
(by trance to the Houle of Savoy) as part of the 
Dutchefs- Royal's Portion, together with the accrue 
ing Intereft of that (aid Sum, which was alfo pro* ' 
piifedto be paid : And the Remainder, Yo/i^.Qne 
Hundred Thoufand more, which the Duke of Ss- 
voj (hould pay to France^ to make up the Portion 
afore&id) the King doth Remit, in Confideratioii 
of the prefent Treaty ; his Royal Highnefi enga- 
ging moreover, to give to the Princeis, bis Dau^- 
ter, at the Celebration of the Marriage,that,wbich 
in the Language of Piedmmt, is called FardU ; and 
in French, the BundUi or Marriage Prefent, for 
Cloaths ; and in the ContraA of Marriage^ the 
Dowry (hall be agreed upon, which the King will 
give according to the Ciiftom of France. 

IV. 
That his Royal Highnefi, renouncing from this 
prefent time, truly, and efiedually, and (incerely^ 
(as he hath done ip the fore-mentioned Articles) 
all the Ingagements which he might have had with 
the Enemies, doth Iikewi(e hope, that his Majefty 
will anfwer thereunto, with all the Sentiments 
which his Royal Highnefi craves and wi(hes for; 
and that having the Honour to be (b nearly related 
to the King, and of entring into a new and glo- 
rious Alliance with hini,his Majefty dothGrant and 
Promife, to hb Royal Highnefi,as he doth demand, 
his powerful Proredion, as formerly^ in all its 
Extent ; and as his Royal Highnefs is de(irous to 
maintain a perfeA Neutrality with the Kuigs,Prin- 
ces, and Sovereign Powers, who are at prefent 
his Allies, his Maje(ly doth promife^ not to put a- 
ny manner of Reftraint on the Inclinations whCch 
his Royal Highne^ hath, of continuing and u(]ng 
pwards diem^ 4II the exterpal Mealu^es of De^en* 
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and Freedom I that are becoming a Sovereign 
PVinces who hath EmbaiTadors and Envoys at the 
Courts of thofe Princes, and receives and enter- 
tains^ at his own Court, Envoys and EmbaiTadors 
from them : and that the King (hall in no ways 
take ill his (o doing : comprehending, under that 
Word Princes^ the Emperor^ Ktngs^ and Sove- 
reign Powers of Europe.

His Majefty doth ingage and declare that the 
ordinary and extraordinary EmbafTadors ofSs^ 
H)oj fhall receive at the Court of France , all the 
Honours without Exception^ and with all the Cir- 
cumftances and Ceremonies that are paid to the 
EmbafTadors of Crowned Heads^ that is.tolayj 
they (hall be received as EmbafTadors from Kings ; 
and that his Majefly's ordinary, as well as extraor- 
dinary EmbaiTadors in all the Courts of EuroPig 
without Exception^ and even the King's Embaila- 
dors at Rofne and Fienna (hall likewife treat and ule 
the 'faid ordinary and extraordinary EmbaiTadors 
and Envoys from Savoy^ as they do thofe from 
Kings and Crowned Heads. But in regard that 
this Addition of Honour, as to the Treatment of 
the EmbaiTadors from Savoy, has been never hi- 
therto fettled nor railed to that Degree that his 
Majefly doth now allow it, Hb Roy^ Highnels is 
lenfible and doth acknowledge^ that it is in Confi-

• I^oints, and in all Places between the Kingdom 
and the (everal parts of his Majefty's Dominioni j 
and thole of his Royal Highnefi's^ which was ufed 
and pradiied in all things in the Lifetime of the 
faid CbarUs Emanml II. on the Roads of SUZ04 in 
Savoy ^ and f$nt Beauvoifm, and VHUfiambi^ erery 
one paying the Duties and Cuftoms on both Sides, 
the tremb Ships fliall continue to pay the ancient 
Duties at VtlUfranebe, as it was wont to be paid in

A Defcription cf thePalace of R3f{wick« 
and of the Firfi Cmferemes that 
were held there, 

m 

BEfore we begin to give the Particulars oF the* 
Conferences held there, or produce the Ads 
themlelTes^ it will not be unneceflary to exhibit a 
Defcription of the Palace of Ryfwicky with a Pro- 
fpeA or external View, and a Plan or Area of 
the Infide in Sculpture^ by which the Reader will 
be able to form the more exad Idea of the Cere* 
monies obierved at the Conferences. 

This Houfe has (bmetimes the Title of Newhtrgb, 
becaufe a Duke of Ikwbmgb laid the firft Stone of 
it^ when Fndtrick Henry^ Prince of Orm$g$ caufed 
it to be built : It is firuate at about an equal Di« 
(lance between the H^ue and Dilfij a Mufquec 
Shot from the Vilbge oxRjfwkk^ and but a little 
way Diftant from the Road between Delft and the 
Hatut, One might fay that it was built on pur* 
pote for a Place of Treaty, io convenient it is for 
fuch a Work ; as will be feen by obferving the Si* 
cuatidn of the Chambers^ Galleries^ and ClofetSj as 
they arc laid down in the Draught annexed, and 
by Figures and Letters are polhtod to^ thus: 

I. The Great Ball wherein the General Peace 
was to be Sigh'd^ till which time the Confederates 
and the Frtncb were cb Traniaft all AffairS| in their 
fcparate Apartments^ or in that of the Mediator^

through which the Confederates pafi^ The FrniJi 
came in on the other fide^ except when the Roid 
is extream bad, and then they might ^>afs throud| 
the Village alio; txit without infifting on it as their 
Rights according to the Regulation made to that 
purpofe. 

The way through the Village both from tltfr 
Hague and Delft^ is paved with Brick for two &u& 
miles in length. 

The Conferences began on the Ninth of lOn 
in the Afternoon. The Baron of JJlUcroot^ Amban 
fador of Sweden and Mec'iztor^entred the Palace of 
Ryfwick at half an hour after Three a Clock, p^ 
fmg over the middle Bridge^ and ct^rough the great 
Gate of the PaUce. He was in a Coach* with fix 
Horfes ; hehimfelF, and two Gentlemen that were 
with him^ being in Mourning, but his Coachm/ia 
and Valets in their Liveries, their Ctothiss not be- 
ing yet got ready. The fiaron cf Treilm^er Am- 
balTador and Plenipotentiary of the EleAor of 
Bavaria arriv'd about tour a Clock in a Coac^ 
with fix Horfes^ having his Son and two Gentle- 
men with him. A while after came the Ambafla- 
dors and Plenipotentiaries of the States General^ 
"Viz,. Mynheer's Boreel^ Dyckvelty aiid Van Harm^ 
all three in one Coach with lix Horfes, wherein 
alfb were their Gentlemen. The Emperor's Am- 
balTadors arrived afterwards with five Coaches^each^ 
drawn by (ix Horfes ; they had three Coaches mori? 
with two Hcrfes each J Two Grooms itd beibre' 
them in Count KaunitTi, Livery. In the two. firft 
Coaches were Mohfieur Hsjcck Secretary of the' 
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Bmbaflyi with cde other Secretarfes and Gehtte'* 
imn of their Houihold. In the third Coach^ which 
was Oxint Kaunitz,\ he rid himfelf ^with Counc 
Sirsatman and the Baron of Seilem, followed imme- 
diately by two C^errys and four Pages on Horfe- 
back: The fire Coaches that followed were taken 
up by Count Cmmk^t two Sons, the Count de 
r IrMtftumfiorf^ the Count de Harackt the Count de 
r Dkfricbfiein^ the Count de iluefiemberg, two Counts 
\ it Lmbng , with many other German Gentlemen^ 
The King of S faints AmbaiTadors arrived a little 
while after in two Coaches with fix Horfes. In 
the firft was Don Bernard de Quirosy and the Count 
de TninHM^ there went before them fix Gentlemen 
on Horfeback ; In the fecond Coach rode their 
Gentlemen. After them arrived the AmbaiTadon 
of EngUmd^ having two Coaches with fix Horfes 
each. In the firft were my Lords Vembrook and 
VtUers : In the fecond were Mr. Prior Secretary, 
of the Ambaify> and other Secreuries and Gent ie« 
men. 

Monfieur Mean the ElecStor of Cologne AmbafTa** 
dor, and MonOeur Norf the Prince of Liegeh En* 
Toy, came in afterwards in a Coach wich l^x Hor- 
fe ; and after them Monfieur Bofe AmbafTador and 
Pmiipotentiary for the Ele&or of Saxony, in a 
Coach with (ix Horfes ; The Eleftor of Branden* 
fo«r;'s Amb^ador and Plenipotentiary Monfieur 
Smetam rode with him in his Coach , his own foK 
lowing empty drawn alfo by fix Horfes. After thefb 
followed the Prefident Canon the Duke of Lorain^s 
Minifler in his own Coach. Then came after him 
Monfieur Schrottemherg ^ Plenipotentiary of che 
Circle of Fr^c()»itf^ in a Coach wich fix Horfes; 
he had with him Monfieur Ht^m the Duke of 
Wkt9fnberg\ Envoy.

AU thele Ambafladors of whom I have turn Tfo^ 
ken, arrived in lefi than a quarter of an Hmb 
rime^chat is/rom four (ill a quarter of an hoai^ after 
it. They all paifed over the firft Bridge, that wa* 
laid over the Canal before the Houie, and came W ; 
at the firft PaiTage made in the Wall which inddbt 
the Yard. The Ambafladors of Frsnce arriv^ m 
three quarters paft FourtWith three Coacheidrawfi 
by fix Horles each ; Monfieur Je Harkjjthc Count 
Je Crecj^ and Monfieur de CaBUres, with Moofieu 
Je Harlay Counfdlor of State, were in the firft ; • 
Gentleman on Horleback riding before them. The 
two other Coaches were fiU'd with Gentlemen. 
They entered by the third Bridge ^ and ac the ft> 
cond Gap made in the faid Wall that compafles tlie 
Court- Yard. When they came to the bottom of the 
Stairs they were received and conduced by M3ra« 
heer Kofcnboom (the States General s Agent^ apd 
their IntroduAor of Ambafladors) into the ApM* 
ments defigned for thdr EiEcellencies. 

The Ailembly of all thefe Ambafladors heht tiB 
a quarter paft Seven^ they delivered their Commit 
fiohs letting forth their Plenipotentiary Power iiM 
the hands of the Mediator, who was for the tifiM 
in the middle Hall, placed between the Confede* 
rate Minifters Chamber^ and that wherein the 
French Plenipotentiaries ufiially met. They all went 
away about half an hour paft feven. The Empieror^ 
Ambafladors were the firft that retir'd, and thorfe 
of France were the laft : But in the Regulations it 
was before-hand agreed, that the coming or fph 
ing away firft or laft was to be lookt upon as imoNH 
terial^ and not to be drawn into any donfequefM^ 
or Precedency.

WE the Baron of UIhtm ^ Extraordinary 
Ambailador and Plenipotentiary of hli 
Sacred Roy^ Majefly of Sweden , for the Me* 
diation of Peace ^ make it known and dedardj 
That jail the moft IHuftrioas and moft Excels 
lent Lords Ambaftadors and Plenipotentiaries^ 
who come to the Conferences which are held 
here for the Peacejhave un^nimoufly coniented tOg 
and approved the Propo(al We have made of revi* 
Ting^and caufiog to be obferved on this Occaiion^ 
the Regulations heretofore made at Nhmgmn con* 
cernibg Ceremonies and Orders^ with ibme Addi« 
tions or Alcerarions which We have thought fit to 
be madcj in order to make them more proper and 
iuitable to this Place and prefent ConjunAurejand 
that upon mature Deliberation the following Arti^ 

dof have been agreed upon. 
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1 That all Notifications of the Arrival of Am- 
bafladors aAd Plenipotentiaiies ^ and all Vifits, as 
well to be made and received, as to be paid and re- 
tumed^ and which may require ibme Ceremony^ 
ihall be entirely left oft and fappreiTedi and it ihall 
be free to all to fee and vifit one another^ when, 
and in what manner they pleafe , but ib chat fudi 
Vilits (hall not be exafted as a Duty, or be a Prece- 
dent for the time to come. However s thole thai 
ih^l come hereafter^ in order to their Admittance 
to the Conferences^ fhall be oblised to Communi- 
cate their full Powers to his Excellency the Ambaf* 
fador Mediator^ who ihall Impart it to their Ex- 
cellencies the AmbafTadors ahd Plenipotentiaries

ling to continue under the fatne Obligation which 
he has taken upon him^ tUl the end of jiMgtifi nextj 
but that if within that time his Enemies do nottDon- 
clude the Peace^he will be freed from Engagement j 
and at liberty to treat anew, after lb much Expence 
and Bkx>dQiedjUpon luch other Articles as he (ball 
judge fiiitable to the pofture of his Affairs, and to 
the Welfare of Chriltendom.

The Memorial of the Ambajfadars of the mofl 
ChrifiUn King for the General Peace^deliverd 
to the Ambajfador Mediator Septemb.V. 1 697. 
at the Palace of Kyiwick. 

THE happy Succefles with which it has pleas'd 
God to blefi the Undertakings of the Kingia 
this Garopagn> might g}ve his Majefty a very juft 
occafion of reducing within a narrow compafi the 
Overtures, which he has made for the Peace^ the 
Term which he fix'd for the accepting of his Pro« 
pofitions being etpir'd^leaves him at hb full Liber* 
ty, fo that he might very well propoie new Articles^ 
but the fame dsfire which he always had of putting 
an end to the Miferies of Chriftendom^ is frill the 
only Rule which he propofes to himfelf, and his 
Majefty is pleas'd to make no farther ufe of the Ad- 
Tantages he has had, than for the more Ipeedy re- 
eftabliihment of the Quiet of Europe. 

Tis with this delign that the King declareSjthat 
tho' his Majefty was free from his Engagements at 
the end of Augufijiho' he is very fenfible what Be* 
nefit he could reap from the Conqueft diBarcelms^ 
and from other Events of the War, yet the (ble In- 
terelt which influences and weighs moft withhim^ 
IS the univerlal Welfare of Europe ; that for the pro- 
moting thereof by a fpeedy Peace,his Majeft v makes 
ufe of that Liberty which he has at pretentonly to 
alter fuch of the Articles which he has propos^d^as 
(eem to retard the Publick Tranquility. 

Upon this account his Majefty forbears offering 
to the Emperor the choice of taking Strashurgh^ or 
the Equivalent proposed for that Cirv: he is reiohr'd 
to keep it^and no farther mention mall be made of 
an Alternative Equivalent : at the fame time he pro- 
miies that this Alteration, which he thought requi-

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fice to determine the Emperor, (hall make no change 
in rheotherConditions which he formerly of&r'd for 
the keeping of Strasburgb ; and conlequently that 
Town and the Citadel in the condition they now 
are^fhall be for ever annei:'d to his Crown, with the 
Dependencies of Strsshitrgb on this fide the Rhine^ 
(uch as are on the other fide of that Rirer Ihall be re* 
ftor'd to their proper Owners, with the lame Rights 
and the lame Prerogatives which they formerly en- 
joy *d : That the Fort of Keil Ihall be reftor'd to the 
Emperor and Empire, in the lame Condition as it 
is at prefent : That the Forts of the City ^ of the 
Iflands in the Rhine, ihall be raz'd : That the CU 
ties of Frihurgb, Brifack, and PbilipsburgbQiail here- 
ftor'd by his Majefty to the Emperor , upon the 
fame Conditions let down in the Projeft delivered 
in by his Majefty's Ambafladors Extraordinary to 
the AmbalTgdor Mediator of Sweden : That thole 
Articles which (pdcifie the Reftitution of Larrsin 
in the lame Condition as Duke Charles poflefTed it 
in the year i67o.with the Claules therein explain'd, 
and which his Majefty has thought neceflary for 
the maintenance of the Peace , fliall be punftualiy 
put in Execution : That ladly^ for rendring the 
Peace (blid^ and to aflbre the Empire^that his Ma« 
jetty's only defire is to prefcrve it , he promises to 
demolilh and abandon theFortreites which hepoC* 
lefles on the other fide the Rhinei to pull down the 
Bridges made by his Orders upon the River^ refer- 
ving only part of the Bridge of Fort Lnvu on the 
Rb%n€^ which leads from AV[ace to the Fort : That 
he on the other hand demands that the Bridge of 
thilifthurgb be broken down, the Fort rais'd at the 
end of that Bridge on the fide of Fr^^c^demolifli'd; 
and that the Rhine being for the future the juft 
Barrier between the Territories of both^ the Ave- 
nues 
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iiues of his Kingdom (hall be (hut up^ at the (ame 
time, that his Majefly makes it appear that he is 
not willing to relerve any PalTage whereby to car- 
ry the War into Germany. 

Laftly, His Majefty adds to thofe conflderable 
Overtures which he makes for the keeping of Straf 
hurgb^ the ReftitutionofB^ce&if^j which his Ma- 
jefty promifestoreftore to the King of Sf ah afTooa 
as he has the Conient of the Emperor and Empire 
for the Surrender of Strashwrgb : and this is all the 
ufe which his Ma jefty pretends to make of the Coo- 
queft of one of the moft con(iderable Towns in the 
SfMnijh Monarchy. 

His Majeftj propofes no Alterations in the Arti- 
cles by which he ofier'd to Treat with the Catho* 
lick King, and is perfwaded that this prince being 
fenfible of the Moderation which he (hews towards 
him^ will not infift upon the Demand of a few 
Villages in the Seigniory of Aetb j requifitefdr the 
more eafie Commerce of the Inhabitants of T^ir- 
M;^^and for the Communication of that City with 
the Town of CcmJe ; and that ^i Majefty pretends 
to relerve to himielf all the Advantages he can reap 
from the taking of Aetb. 

But whereas it is not reafbnable that his Majefty 
IhdUbe alwaysoblig'd to Sacrifice fuch confiderabte 
Advantages to the good of the Peace y he declares 
that if his Enemies defer taking advantage of thofei* 
new Expedients which he is pleased to offer for the 
Conclufion of the Treaties, & Aall exceed the term 
which lie hereby gives them of the lotb of September 
to accept of his Propo(als^ he will then beat liberty 
to propofe new Conditions; and the Mifertes oftbe 
War are to be charg'd only on thofe \frho refufe to 
concur with his Majefty to the putting an end to 
them.

Treaty of Peace betwixt France and 

the Duke of Savoy. 

TH E Moft Chriftian King having bad all * 
long, during the Courle of this War, a 
fincere dcfire of procuring the Repofe of Jtal^^ 
and God having infpired his Royal Highnefi of 
Saz'oy with the fame Sentiments, His Majcftyi 
on his pait, has given bis foil Power, Coflunir- 
lion, and Command to Rene^ Lord of FniMd^ 
Count Of r#. Knight of His Majcfties Orders^ 
Lieutenant General of his Armies, Colonel Ge- 
neral 
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Btral of the Dragoons of Frapice^ GoTcrnor of 
Tfrts^ Lieutenant General for the King in the 
jprovinces of Maine and Perche^ and at this time 
Commander for His Majefty in the Countries and 
PUces of the Frontier of Piedmont^ and his Royal 
Highnefs on his part having likewife given his 
Powers and Commands to Charles FlSor ^Jofefh 
Marqnis of St. Thomas^ Minifter and firft Secre- 
tary of State to his faid Royal HighneB, the laid 
Plenipotentiaries having firft interchanged the 
Originals of their full Powers, by Virtue of which 
they treat, have agreed upon the following Arti* 

cles. 

I. 

Tflere (hall be henceforward and for evcr^ 
a conltant, firm and (incere Peace, be- 
tween the King and his Kingdom ; and his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Savoy and his Dominions, 
as if there had never been any Rupture \ and the 
King refuming the fame kind Thoughts he had 
before for his faid Royal Highnefs, as'hebegsit 
of his Majefty , his faid Royal Highnefs does by 
this prefent Treaty, entirely renounce and forfake 
all Engagements entred into, and all Treaties 
made with the Emperor, Kings and Princes, com* 
prehended under the Name of the League : And 
promifes to ufe all his Endeavours, and do all 
that lies in his Power^ to obtain of the faid Po- 
tentates, .at lead: of the Emperor and the Catho« 
lick King a Neiitrality in Italyj till the General 
Peace : Either by a particular Treaty that (hall 
be concluded, or in default of the faid Treaty 
by Declarations, which the faid Emperor and 
Qitholick King (hall make to the Pope, and the 
iRepublick of renicej and which (hall immediate^ 
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ly be followed by the Retreat of the Troopi which 
the Allies have an prefcnt in Italy ^ as it (hall be 
cxprcft hereafter. Moreover, as an evident 
TclUmony of the real and effedual return of the 
King^^s Friendlhip for hi$ Royal Highnefs, His 
M^iefty is pleafed to confent and promife. That 
the Town and Cittadel of Pigntrol^ with the 
Forts St. Brtgidc U Peronfej and others belonging 
to them, Ihall be riifcd and demolifhed (as to the 
Fortifications only) at the King's Charges j and the 
laid Fortifications being dcmolilhcdi the whole 
lliall be religncd into the Hands of his Royal 
Hi^hncfs, as alfo the Lands and Dcmains compr|:« 
hcndcd under the name of Government of Fig^ 
ftool^ and which belonged to the Houfeof Savoy^ 
before the Concedion, That f^t£hr Amedms^ fii^ff 
Duke of that Name, had nlade of them to the. 
King tenuis XIII. Which Town, Cittadel and 
Fore thus demoliihed, and Territory to them be- 
longing, fliall likewife be reftored to his Royal 
Highncfs, to be held by him in Sovereignty, and 
enjoyed fully and for ever, both by him and hit 
Siicccflbrs, as a thing to them properly belong- 
ing *, and in Conlideration of the laid prelent Con- 
ccflion, his Royal Highnefs engages and promifit 
as well for hintfelf, as for his Heirs and SuQefTors^ 
and Alfi^ns, not to rebuild or redore any of the 
faid Fortifications, nor caufc new ones to be buile 
upon and within the extent/ of the faid Territory^ 
Ground and Rocks, nor in any other place what- 
foever yielded l)y this prefcnt Treaty, by which 
his Royal HlRhncfs, or the Inhabitants of Pigm* 
rol^ ihall only bq, allowed to enclofc the faid Mr- 
f/erol with no other cncloH^e than a bare Wtu^ 
without a Tcrrafs or any.TOrtifications. With t, 
Provifo, that except within the faid Te^rritort' 

yielM 
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yielded by the prcfent Treaty, his Royal High- 
nefs fhall be at his Liberty to build what Place, 
^ces or Fortifications he fhall think fit, without 
Incurring His Ma jetties ill Will. Furthermore, 
That His Majefty fhall rettore to his Royal High- 
Aeis, his Countries and Places Conquered, the 
idles of Montmeillan^ Nice^ futile- FrMnche^ Suzji^ 

tnd all others without Exception, entire and un- 
demdifhed, with the fame quantities of Ammu- 
nition and Provifions, Canon and Artillery, as 
they were provided and ftored with when they 
M into the Hands of His Majefty, without alter- 
ing or diminilhing the Buildings, Fortificatiofis, 
Augmentations and Meliorations made by His 
Afajefty. And after the Reftitution of the faid 
Places, his Royal Highnefs fhall be free to keep up 
and augment' the Fortifications as Things to him 
belonging, without being moleftcd by the King 
upon that account, or incurring His Majefties ill 
Will. Still providing. That the King ftiall carry 
«way out of the Town, Cittadel and Forts of 
Fifmrol^ all the Artillery, Aramuniticn, Provili- 
ons. Arms, and moveable Effeds of what nature 
foerer they be. That as to the Revenues of the 
Town, Dependencies and Territory of Pigmrol^ 
the King reftores them to his Royal Highnefs, in 
the fame form and manner as His Majefty enjoys 
Cfaem at prefent, and the Difpofals the King may 
have made of them, fhall fubfift and remain ia 
the manner provided by the Contrad, Gift, Pof- 
ieffion or Acquifition by which they are difpofed 
of. That the faid Reftitotion of the Countries 
and Places of his Royal Highnefs, as alfo the Re- 
fignation of Tigntrol razed, with its Dependencies, 
as aforefaid, ftiall be made in confequence of the 
Signing of this prefent Treaty, but not before 

N the 
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the Foreign Troops are actually gone out of Itsly^ . 
and are arrived, viz. The Germans^ BavsriMSf 
Brafidenbwrgers ^ Proteltants in Englijb Pay, and 
other Auxiliaries are really come into Germdnf \ 
and the SfMmards^ and^ other Troops now in the 
Pay of the Catholick King, are reftored into the 
Milantft , fo that none of the Articles (hall be put 
in Execution, nor the Reltitution of any Place 
made, till after the going out and departure of 
the Troops, fuch as is before <xprelt, (hall be 
entirely accompliflied \ always provided, that the 
faid departure of the Troops Ihall be deemed en- 
tirely accomplifhed, altho'' it (hould happen, as 
perhaps it may, that the Spaniards (hould take ont 
of them fome fmall Number of Soldiers, to Re- 
cruit the Regiments that are in their Pay } and 
if any of thofe Troops Lift themielves; and do 
adtually enter the Dominions of the RepnbUck of 
rente e^ they (hail be loolc'^d upon as entred into 
Cermartyj* as foon as they (hall be in the V^tuntum 
Territories, and put into the Hands of the Re« 
publick of Venice. And after the Ratification^ of 
the prefent Treaty, Men (hall be immediately fit 
on Work to make Mines, in order to blow i^ 
and demolilh the faid Town, Cittadel, and Forts 
of Pigntrol ; But in Ca(e that his Royal Highneft 
fhould think it convenient to keep the prefaie 
Treaty fecret, beyond the time of the fiid Rati- 
fication, it is agreed.

/fer, Pirewes and NimegHcn^ as well for the 494000 
Crowns of Gold, particularly mentioned in that 
^AiMnftvr^ for the Difcharge of his Royal High'^ 
ftefi, whereof the King (hall ftill remain a Guaran- 
tee againft the Duke of Mantuay as fbr all that 
they contain not contrary to the prefent, which 
^ (ball be irrevocable, and fhall remain in its Force 
. and Vigor, notwithdanding the prefent concefTioa 
of Fiffitrol and its Dependences : And as for the 
bflitr Concerns and Pretenfions of the Houfe of 
S4tvoy^ bis Royal Highnefs refervcs to himfelf to 
daim the fame by Proceftations, Memorials or 
Envoys i and this prefent Treaty fhall not be de* 
JFOgatqry to the faid Pretenfions. 

III. 
That the Marriage of the Lady Princcfs Daugh- 
ter to l|i^ Royal Highnefs, fhall be inceflantljr 
Treated of, to be Faithfully effeded, as foon as

That in the faid Contrad of Marriage, whkJi • 
fliall be coniidered as an efTential part of this pre- 
fenc Treaty^ and wherein the faid Princeft IhaD 
make the Ufual Rennnciations, with Promife not 
to claim any thing beyond the following Dowry,

Law is called Trefent^ * and in the Con trad of 
Farnpbanalia , Marriage it (hall be Stipulated, 
and in the Civil ^^a^ Uowcr His Majefty Ihfll 
Parafbemaha. gj^^ according to the Coftom of 

France. 

That his Royal Highnefs renouncing and for- 
faking at prefent, Effcdually and Faithfully as 
aforefaid , all the Engagements he may have 
againft Franu^ he hopes alfo that His Maj|fty wiU 
Correfpond to it with all the kind Sentiments 
which bis Royal Highnefs begs and delires, and 

that 
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that having the Honour of being fo nearly Rcla- 
Ced to the King, andenbring now in^the fplendor 
of a new Alliance, His Majedy will grant ana 
promife bim his powerful Protediion, the return 
of which , bis Royal Hi^bnefs requefts of his 
Majefty, and which His Majeft'y returns in its full 
Extent. And becaufe his Royal Higbnefs is de- 
firous ^0 keep a perfed^ Neutrality with thi Hiogs, 
^Princes and Potentates now his Allies, His Ma- 
jefty proinifes not to lay any Conftraint on tlie 
defire \\h Royal Highnefs has pf keeping with theip 
an the outward Meafures of Decency, as it be- 
comes a Sovereign Prince, who has AmbalTadors 
and Envoys at the Court df thofe Princes, and 
receives and entertains at bis own Court AmbafTa- • 
dors and Envoys of the fame Princes, without 
incurring bis Majefties ill Will, comprehending 
under the Word of Princes, the Emperor, Kipgs 
and Potentates of Enrope. ( • . 

His Majefty does promife and declare. That the 
Ambafladorsof the D. oi Savoy ^ both Ordinary and 
Extraordinary, (hall receive at the Court of JFr^«c^, 
all the Honours without exception, and in all the 
Circuroftances, which the Ambafladors of Crowned 
Heads receive, that is, fuch as are Ambafladors of 
Kings ^ and that all ordinary and extraordinary 
Ambafladors of his Majefl:y, in all the Courts of 
EnropCj without any Exception, not eycn of that of 
Home and Vitnna^ (hall alfo treat the faid Ambafl!a- 
dors both Ordinary and Extraordinary,and Envoys 
of Savoy , in the fame manner as thofe of Kinjgs 
an(jl Crowned Heads •, however, becaufe this ad- 
dition 'of Honour in the Treatment of the fiUir 
bafladorsofS4i/oy, had i^ever been fettled to that 
bc^ht, as His Majefty grants it, his Royal High- 
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nefs acknowledges that it is in c ration d

Father to his Royal Higjh- 
nefs ; and that all that was done, obferved ad 
pradifed dnring the Life of the £iid Charles Em- 
manuel II. fhall alfo be done, obferv'd and pnc* 
tifed in all Points and Circnmfiances .betwixt die 
Kingdom , and all the Parts of his Majeflxi 
Dominions , and thofe of his Royal Highneft^ 
through the Way and Road of Shza^ Savoy^ 
le Tpnte^ BcMuvoifin and yUld Ftmcmj every one 
Paying the Duties and Cuftoms on both Sides. 
The French Ships (hall continue to Pay the andent 
Duty of Filla Francd^ as it was pradifed in the 
time of Charles Emmiuiuel^ without any oppofr 
tion that might have been made at that Time.

Revenues in all his Dominions, as alio of Satny^ 
Nice^ PrecinSs of Pigntrol^ and Snzji. And re- 
ciprocally his Royal HigHnefs (hall exaft no Con- 
tributions from the Subjed:s and Countries of the 
King'^s Dominions. 

XI. • 

That for what concerns the Pretenfions and 
Demands of the Dutchefs of NemoHrs^ upon bfs 
Royal Higbnefs, His Majefty (hall leave his faid

O 4 -tecwixt; 
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betwixt His Majelty and their Lordfhips the States 
General, That this Treaty being duly put in Ex- 
ecution, there Ihall be, as there is' by this pre- 
ient one, a Renunciation both general and par- 
ticular, to all forts o& Pretenfions, both of the 
time pad; and prefent, of what nature foever they 
be, which one Party may claim from the other, 
thereby to take away for the fnture all occafions 
that may caule and raife new Diflentions and Dif- 
ferences. 

XII. 

The ordinary Adminiftration of Juftice (ball re- 
ciprocally be fetopen, and \t (hall be free for the 
SubjeQs of either Party, to claim and purfuc their 
Rights , Anions and Pretenfiohs, according to 
the Laws and Statutes of each Countries , and 
obtain one againft another without diftindion, all 
lawful Satisiadion : And if there have been any

hereafter any Interruption of Friendfhip, or open
